She was my greatest 
Id no one cSdd have had a truer or more faithful one 
than she was to me. In case you would feel her fellow students 
would like to know something of her life since she left Ambleside 
1 will wive vou a slight outline of it irom that time. She had 
only one post, which she left in 1910 to take up Missionary 
teaching out in India (the land of her birth), at the St. Andrew’s 
Colonial Homes at Kalimpong. It was there that she met her 
husband, Mr. Thornton Ripley, one of the Masters of the Schools 
at the Homes, and they were married in 1914. 

In October. 1920, Lucy was very seriously ill with blood- 
poisoning and had to lose one of her fingers as a consequence. 
The voyage home seemed to put some strength into her for a 
time, but the doctors found it was too late to save her , and though 
she was brought to the School of Tropical Medicine in Liverpool, 
it was all no good, as she passed away on July 17th last. Wc all 
believed she was recovering very slowly, so that her death was a 
great shock and grief to us all . 

As a mother Lucy Beatty came up entirely to Miss Mason’s 
ideal of one, and her early death is all the more to be lamented 
on that account.
